Fairmont Park has an interesting history. It has always been an area of natural springs in the 
dry Salt Lake desert. After fighting their way through the Wasatch, the Donner Party camped in the 
this area on Sunday, August 23, 1846, along the banks of what is now Parley’s Creek. 


When the Mormon Pioneers arrived a year later, they used the springs for irrigation and a fish 
hatchery. Because of the springs, it was one of the few green areas in the valley, and it became a 
favorite site for outings. Below is a short history of Fairmont Park taken from the June 13, 1937, 


dedicatory program. A map of Fairmont Park from 1937 is on the next page. Look for changes that 
have occurred in the last 60 years. 





HISTORY OF FAIRMONT PARK 


In days gone by, the forty-five acres comprising Fairmont Park was the site of a tree nursery 
and later for a fish hatchery. In 1930, Salt Lake Officials foresaw the possibilities of this beautifully 
wooded area filled with bubbling springs and proceeded to buy the land for the sum of $28,000. Minor 
picnic facilities were placed in the Park to begin with, but in the spring of 1934, plans were set in 
operation to make a new and beautiful park, with as many opportunities for recreation expression as 
possible. Lakes were formed, streams diverted, trees transplanted, and other areas were completely 
transformed, until we have the Park as you see it today (1937). In 1935, the Forest Dale Golf Course 
was annexed by the City, which greatly enhanced the beauty and possibilities of Fairmont Park.
